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BYRNES DECLARES, 


CHARGES AGAINS! 
2 CAREER MEN BY 
HURLEY UNPROVED 


Finds No Disloyalty, He 
Testifies — Also Dis- 
putes Assertion of In- 
ability to Get State- 
ment on Policy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Byrnes hit bagk 
sharply at Maj. Gen, Patrick J. 
Hurley today for his attacks on 
State Department foreign service 
diplomats, and asserted that Hur- 
ley had failed to sustain his 
charges. . 

Byrnes appeared before the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
which has been looking into the 
background of MHurley’s abrupt 
and dramatic resignation last 
week as Ambassador to China. 


He specifically upheld the two 
“career men” whom Hurley has 
charged with seeking to sabotage 
his efforts to bring about a uni- 
fied China while he held the 
Chungking post. Hurley assailed 
this conduct as “disloyalty.” 

Hurley in Audience. 

Byrnes told the committee: 

“Ambassador Hurley has not 
furnished me, nor do I understand 
that he has furnished the commit- 
tee, any specific evidence to prove 
that any employe was guilty of 
such conduct.” 

Hurley was in the audience as 
Byrnes began his testimony and 
listended intently from a front-row 
seat. 

Byrnes also challenged Hurley’s 
assertion that during his service 
as Ambassador to Chungking, he 
had been unable to get a public 
statement of American policy to- 
ward China from President- Tru- 
man or Byrnes or other ranking 
officials. He said Hurley never 
asked him for such a statement 
nor had he made a written request 
for it to the State Department so 
far as Byrnes had been able to 
find out. 

Byrres said he also asked the 
. President whether. Hurley _re- 
guested a China policy statement 
from him and that Truman “does 
mot recail such a request.” 

Two Accused by Hurley. 

Hurley had spent two days be- 
fore the committee attacking 
State Department career diplo- 
mats. He specifically accused 
George Atcheson Jr. and John S. 
Service, formerly on duty in 
China, of having worked against 
his efforts to unify the Chi- 
nese central government and the 
Chinese Communists, 

Byrnes said that “in my opinion, 
based on the information which 
has thus far been presented to me, 
there is nothing” in documents 
written by Atcheson and Service 
while in China “to support the 
.Charge that either Mr. Atcheson 
or Mr. Service was guilty of the 
slightest disloyalty to his superior 
officers.” 

He declared that while every 
American foreign service officer 
must administer “the declared pol- 
icy of his government” he should 
“not hesitate to express his views” 
when he believes changed condi- 
tions require it. 

Hurley had assailed the assign- 
ment recently of Atcheson and 
Service as political advisers to 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur at Tokyo. 

Byrnes asserted that “men who 
have rendered loyal service to the 
Government cannot be dismissed

RESUMES Flat! 
TO CRUSH UNION 


Acts as Labor Group 
Drops Plea for Re- 


straining Order — In- 
junction Suit Pending. 


The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners announced it would imme- 
diately resume its fight to destroy 
the police union after the union 
today withdrew its request for a 
temporary order to restrain the 
board. 

The union’s withdrawal of the 
petition for a temporary restrain- 
ing order did not affect its in- 
junction suit against the board, 
on which a circuit court hearing 
is scheduled Dec. 20. 


Mark D. Eagleton, president ‘of 
the board, said the commissioners 
who delayed action pending dis- 
posal of the suit for a temporary 
restraining order now considered 
themselves “not under any re- 
straint.” He said they would go 
ahead with plans to enforce a Po- 
lice Department rule against 
unionization. 


Charges Being Drafted. 

The first step on the board’s 
anti-union program is action 
against the two policemen who 
have admitted they helped organ- 
ize the union. Charges against 
Richard T. Miller, acting presi- 
dent of the labor organization, 
and Bernard T. Casserly, acting 
secretary-treasurer, will be drawn 
up with the assistance of Associ- 
ate City Counselor James V. 
Frank and Assistant State Attor- 
ney General Frank P. Motherway. 
They should be ready next week, 
Eagleton stated. 

Edwin D. Franey, attorney for 
the union, said a speedier ruling 
on policemen’s right to organize 
might be sought through appeal 
direct to the State Supreme Court, 
He indicated the union might 
wait until the board dismissed 
Miller and Casserly and then ask 
the Supreme Court to accept jur- 
isdiction through a petition for a 
writ of mandamus.

Wehrmacht Was Ready 
to Strike All During 
*Phony War’ Period, 
Records Show.

NUERNBERG, Dec. 7 (AP)— 
Adolf Hitler’s armies were poised 
for the invasion of the Low Coun- 
tries and France Nov. 7, 1939, but 
the attack was postponed week by 
week for six months because of 
bad weather, official German rec- 
ords disclosed at the war crimes 
trial here today. 

While the rest of the world 
spoke sarcastically of .“a phony 
war,” the German military ma- 
chine was ready and “waiting only 
for favorable weather,” according 
to records introduced before the 
international military tribunal. 

The British concluded their 
presentation late this afternoon 
and Assistant United States Prose- 
cutor Sidney 8. Alderman resumed 
the American case. Alderman took 
up Germany’s role in Japanese 
and Italian aggression against the 
Allies. 

British prosecutors turned most 
of their evidence against the Ger- 
man military and naval leaders 
among the 20 top-ranking Hitler- 
ites accused of war crimes, 
pointing out their part in plans 
for the invasion while Hitler told 
Holland, Belgium and lLuxem- 
bourg he had no plans to attack 
them. 

The fifth column conquest of 
Norway and Denmark was only a

Ships Flew British Flags. 

Prosecutors introduced German 
naval orders revealing that Ger- 
man warships and camouflaged 
troop transports carried British 
flags and signals to screen the at- 
tack on Norway and Denmark. 

Hitler signed his directive for 
attack “as soon as possible” on the 
Low Countries on Oct. 9, 1939— 
five weeks after the invasion of 
Poland, it wag disclosed. 

On Nov. 7, the German armies 
were massed along the border for 
the attack on Belgium, Holland 
and Luxembourg, other high com- 
mand orders showed.

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Pearl Harbor, 4 Years After Blow, 
Is Home of World’s Mightiest Fleet

PEARL HARBOR, Dec. 7 (AP) 
—Four years ago the watery, 
chaotic graveyard of America’s 
battle fleet; today the home base 
of the mightiest sea power in the 
world, 

That is the story of Pear] Har- 
bor on this fourth anniversary of 
the Japanese bid to sweep the 
United States from the Pacific. 
Soldiers, sailors, marines and 
civilians joined today in solemn 
tribute to those who died beneath 
the Japanese warlords’ first blow. 

Four years ago Japan’s sneak 
raiders knifed in from the sea and 
across Oahu  island’s towering 
Koolau mountains to spread death 
and destruction and to smash the 
United States warships lying at

Trial procedure will be based on 


“Anglo-Saxon ideas of justice,” 
with the accused “presumed inno- 
cent until proven guilty,” Keenan, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s special 
staff counsel, told a ‘press confer- 
ence. 

“Japanese war érindinale must 
be punished and humiliated so that 
they will go down in history as 
ordinary felons of the lowest type,” 
he added. 

The death penalty will be asked, 
he indicated. 

Keenan flatly declined to answer 
any questions regarding the Allied 
attitude toward Emperor Hirohito. 

Group Trials Planned. 

He said he found President Tru- 
man and Gen. MacArthur to be in 
accord on questions affecting trial 
procedure and.on the requirement 
that trials be concluded as rap- 
idly as possible. 

Like their German counterparts, 
Japanese war crimes suspects will 
be tried in groups. An interna- 
tional court seems likely, since 
other interested powers have been 
asked to nominate members. None 
has complied thus far, Keenan re- 
ported,

tries’ invasion fell into Allied 
hands on Jan. 10, 1940—four 


months before the Nazis actually 
jumped off. The plans were 
found in a German plane which 
erashed in Belgium. 

Strain on Hitler. 


The series of delays must have 
been a strain to Hitler, who wrote 
in his directive for an early at- 
tack that “a long waiting period 
. ... Strengthens the military 
power of our enemies to an in- 
creasing degree, causes confidence 
of the neutrals in German final 
victory to wane and does not help 
to bring Italy to our aid as a 
brother in arms.” : 

The first postponement was only 
for three days, according to one 
order from Field Marshal Wilhelm 
Keitel, chief of the German high 
command, who declared that Hit- 
ler, “after hearing reports on the 
meteorological and railway trans- 
port situation, has ordered ‘A’ 
day (day of attack) postponed for 
the time being by three days.” 

There followed a series of post- 
ponements. Finally Jan. 17, 1940, 
was selected as the jump-off day, 
with Adchen as the invasion point. 
Again the weather went sour and 
the attack was called off. 

It was not until May 9, 1940, 
that the final order was issued. 
The invasion of the Low Coun- 
tries began the next day. 

More evidence of Hitler’s treach- 
ery was entered into the record 
when Assistant British Prosecutor 
G. D. Roberts recalled German 
“assurances” on Oct. 6, 1939, that 
Hitler would respect the neutrality 
of Belgium and Holland. Four 
days later he signed the directive 
for war against them “as soon as 
possible.” 

Assails Military Leaders. 


Roberts castigated the military 
and naval leaders on _  trial— 
Reichsmarshal Hermann Goering, 
Field Marshal Keitel, Col. Gen. 
Alfred Jodl, Germany army chief 
of staff and Grand Adm. Karl 
Doenitz and Erich Raeder, Ger- 
man navy leaders. : 

“What kind of honor have these 
men?” asked Roberts, reciting the 
list of treaties broken by Ger- 
many. 

At one point, Roberts became 
so sarcastic that he was directed 
by Lord Justice Sir Geoffrey 
Lawrence to confine his remarks 
to the documents. 

“The story is very plain—a sim- 
ple one—a story of perfidy, dis- 
honor and shame,” Roberts de- 
elared. 


Hitler’s Intuition. 


The role that Hitier’s intuition 
played in directing army opera- 
tions was shown in excerpts from 
Jod)]'’s diary in which he described 
the Fuehrer as wrestling with the 
problem of whether to invade the 
Low Countries before the attack 
on Denmark and Norway. At one 
time, it was disclosed, Hitler or- 
dered the Norwegian-Danish inva- 
sion to begin after the Low Coun- 
tries invasion, but the plan was 
later reversed. 


Hitler finally decided, Jodl's 
diary disclosed, on a “swift entry 
into Norway” and then argued 
with Keitel against further delay 
in the invasion of the Low Coun- 
tries. 

“The Fuehrer doesn’t want to 
wait any longer, but the field 
marshal (Keitel) wants to post- 
pone the attack until May 10, at 
least,” Jod!l wrote. “The Fuehrer 
is very agitated; then he consents 
to postponement until May 10, 
which is against his intuition, he 
gays.” 

Delayed Blow at Russia. 


Turning to Germany's invasion 
of Yugoslavia and Greece on April 
6, 1941, British prosecutors sub- 
mitted captured documents and 
speeches by Hitler showing the at- 
tack on the two countries delayed 
for four weeks his invasion of 
Russia — which began June 22, 
1941. 

Some military experts say they 
believe these four weeks meant 
the difference between victory and 
defeat in the Russian campaign. 

Hitler, according to one of his 
directives, ordered Yugoslavia at- 
tacked “without warning and de- 
gstroyed with lightning speed.” 


Plans Against Spain. 


Hitler had an elaborate plan 
for bringing Spain into the war, 
seizing Gibraltar and invading 
Portugal, other secret. directives 
disclosed. The code name for the 
operation against the Iberian pe- 
ninsula was “Felix.” 

German officers in civilian 
clothes were to act as reconnais- 
sance troops against Gibraltar and 
take the nearby Spanish airdrome. 

The German air force based in 
France was to attack the British 
fleet at Gibraltar and U-boats

NUERNBERG, Dec. 7 (By Ra- 
dio)——- When the British prose 
cutors closed their case this after- 


tary tribunal they had in five 
days poured into the coyrt files 
and also on the heads of the cor- 
respondents a colossal flood of 
documents comprising nearly half 
a million words. 

According to lawyers present, it 
was doubtless a world record. 
About 170 exhibits were intro- 
duced, each of them usually a 
folder bulging with papers. 

Evidence on Nazi aggression 
against Norway, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembourg was 
presented by Gordon D. Roberts, 
K.C., widely known in England as 
a criminal lawyer. Drawing on 
the diary of Col. Gen, Alfred Jodl, 
chief of the operations staff of 
the Wehrmacht high command, he 
showed how the campaign in the 
Low Countries looked from the 
German point of view. 

Jodl’s entry of May 11-13, 1940: 

“The operations take a course 
favorable beyond expectation. The 
Dutch offer desperate resistance. 
Bridges at Maastricht and all 
bridges north of it are blown up. 
Only the railroad bridge at Gem- 
rep falls into our hands undam- 
aged. Fort Eben Emael is taken. 

“Bridges in Mordeyk, south of 
Dortrecht, as well as the impor- 
tant ones over the Albert Canal, 
west of Maastricht, are taken 
over by parachutists and glider- 
borne personnel and are held by 
them. 

“Airborne operation of the 
Sponek division is met with heav- 
jest resistance and is. badly 
mauled. However, the individual 
units hold out. 

“On the Rhine, the junction of 
the Ninth Armored Division with 
them is effected. The citadel at 
Liege has been broken into.” 
Staff Papers Cited. 
German staff papers seized by 
the Allies and presented at the 
trial proved that as early as Au- 
gust 1938 it was laid down as a 
settled policy that eventually Bel- 
gium and Holland would be occu- 
pied by the Reich. It was recog- 
nized that the military value of 
these countries was greater then 
than in 1914. 
The Nazi leadership regarded 
them as indispensable for air 
bases in the coming war with 
England. 


In the case of Norway, the 
prosecution emphasized that Hit- 
ler, for the only time in his ca- 
reer, was strangely averse to an 
aggressive operation. As late as 
December, 1939, four months prior 
to the invasion, he was still ex- 
pressing reluctance to extend the 
lines of conflict to new countries 
and new distances. 

Even near the end, he postponed 
issuing the order for the attack 
from day to day on the ground 
that he had not yet found a 
“plausible reason” with which to 


justify the crime before the world.

He found at last nothing better 
than to allege that Norway was 
occupied to forestall a similar en- 
terprise ‘on the part of the Brit- 


sh. 

The tireless instigators of the 
Norwegian adventure were identi- 
fied as Adm. Erich Raeder, then 
commander in chief of the German 
navy, and Alfred Rosenberg, lead- 
er of the Foreign Affairs Bureau 
of the National Socialist Party. 

Raeder had beheld with envy the 
laurels won by the land and air 
forces in Czechoslovakia and Po- 
land and coveted some undertak- 
ing in which his fleet might cover 
itself with glory. 

As Nazidom’s racial philosopher 
and preacher of the Herrenvolk 
doctrine, Rosenberg was particu- 
larly enraged at discovering the 
Scandinavian peoples were deeply 
under the influence of Great Brit- 
ain in sympathies, institutions and 
free ways of life. In his view, 
they were lost Germanic tribes 
who had strayed into evil company 
and must be brought back into 
the fold. 

' Goering Raeder Feud. 

Raeder was so jealous on behalf 
of the Navy that Hermann Goering 
was not permitted to learn of the 
prospective operation until late 
in the day. The Reichsminister 
was furious and from then on 
spared no means in his power to 
discredit Raeder’s plan and vilify' 
the manner of its execution. 

A paper captured from the op- 
erations file of the German Navy 
gave instructions for the conduct 
of ships entering Oslo Fiord. They 
were to be disguised as British 
merchant vessels and arrange- 
ments were made enabling British 
war flags to be illuminated in 
case of need. 

During the entrance into the’ 
harbor, all ships were to be dark- 
ened. Only the guns and upper 
deck stations were to be manned 
and all Army troops were to re- 
main hidden below. All challenges 
were to be answered in English 
and the following text was sug- 
gested as a reply to questioning: 
“Calling at Bergen for short visit. 
No hostile intent.” | 

If asked to identify themselves. 
the German vessels Koeln, Koe- 
nigsberg, Bremso and Kar! Peters 
were to announce themselves re- 
spectively as H.M.S. Cairo, Cal-| 
cutta, Faulkner and Halcyon, E-' 
boats were to declare themselves | 
to be British motor torpedo boats. 

With true German passion for 
detail, commanders were in- 
structed what to do in many pos- 
sible eventualities. In case of an 
order to stop they were to radio: 
“Please repeat last signal” or “im- 
possible to understand your sig- 
nal.” 

If a warning shot were fired, 
the message should be sent “stop 
firing. British ship. Good friend.” 

In case of inquiry as to destina- 
tion and purpose the answer was 
to be “Going to Bergen. Chasing 
German steamers.”

A letter from Hitler asked Be 
nito Mussolini to postpone the 
Italian invasion of Greece until 
after the 1940 elections in the 
United States, when President 
Roosevelt was re-elected. Musso- 
lini disregarded the request and 
attacked Oct. 28, 1940. 

Jodl’s diary shows that the army 
chief of staff was concerned 
about Dutch defense preparations 
when he wrote of the “alarming 
news” that the British had asked 
for permission to take up de- 
fensive positions in Dutch terri- 


tory. 
Yugoslavia’s Fate Sealed. 

Col. H. 8S. Phillimore, assistant 
British prosecutor, introduced rec- 
ords showing plans for the attack 
on Yugoslavia were being dis- 
cussed Aug. 12, 1939—only two 
months after the fuehrer prom- 
ised Yugoslavia’s Prince Regent 
Paul that “we have become neigh- 
bors with common . boundaries 
fixed for all time.” 

“As we know now,” Phillimore 
declared, “the fate of Yugoslavia 
had been sealed since the conver- 
sation between Hitler, Joachim 
von Ribbentrop and (Italian For- 
eign Minister) Galeazzo Ciano at 
Obersalburg Aug. 12, 1939. Two 
months after the dinner for the 
prince regent, Hitler and von Rib- 
bentrop sought to persuade Italy 
to make war on Yugoslavia, Ciano, 
while eager to liquidate .Yugo- 
Slavia, said Italy was not yet 
ready.” 

Metaxas Praised.

“I need only 
a chair, a desk and a typewriter 
to finish my report.” 

Schilling protested against the 
use of the term “human guinea 
pigs” in connection with his ex- 
periments. He explained that pigs 
could not be uged and he could 
not experiment on himself be- 
cause he had had malaria three 
times; 

He denied that any of the sub- 
jects died as a result of his ex- 
periments, challenging . testimony 
that 100 died. Showing surprise 
when confronted with his own 
records, he said, “I thought these 
cards had been burned, but find 
they were put aside to be used as 
evidence against me.”

27 September 1944 

My dear Governor: 

Col. Clark, my messenger to 
you of yesterday, Sept. 26, has re- 
ported the result of his delivery of 
my letter dated Sept. 25. As I 
understand him you (A) were un- 
willing to commit your elf to any 
agreement regarding “not com- 
municating its contents to any 
other person” in view of the fact 
that you felt you already knew 
certain of the things probably re- 
ferred to in the letter, as suggest- 
ed to you by seeing the word 
“cryptograph,” and (B) you could 
not feel that ‘such a letter as this 
to a presidential candidate could 
have been addressed to you by an 
officer in my position without the 
knowledge of the President. 

As to (A) above I am quite will- 
ing to have you read what comes 
hereafter with the understanding 
that you are bound not to com- 
municate to any other person any 
portions on which you do not now 
have or later receive factual 
knowledge from some other suorce 
than myself. As to (B) above you 
have my word that neither the 
Secretary of War nor the Presi- 
dent has any intimation whatso- 
ever that such a letter has been 
addressed to you or that the prep- 
aration or sending of such a com- 
munication was being considered. 
I assure you that the only persons 
who saw or know of the existence 
of either this letter or my letter to 
you dated Sept. 25 are Adm. King, 
seven key officers responsible for 
security of military communica- 
tions, and my secretary who typed 
these letters. 

I am trying my best to make 
plain to you that this letter is 
being addressed to you solely on 
my initiative, Adm. King having 
been consulted only after the let- 
ter was drafted, and I am per- 
sisting in the matter because the 
military hazards involved are so 
serious that I feel some action is 
necessary to protect the interests 
of our Armed Forces.

Military Dilemma.

until the last message before Dec. 
7th which did not reach our hands 
until the following day, Dec. 8th. 


Now the point to the present di- 
lemma is that we have gone ahead 
with this business of deciphering 
their codes until we possess other 
codes, German as well as Japa- 
nese, but our. main basis of infor- 
mation regarding Hitler’s inten- 
tions in Europe is obtained from 
Baron Oshima’s messages from 
Berlin reporting his interviews 
with Hitler and other officials to 
the Japanese government. These 
are still in the codes involved in 
the Pearl Harbor events. 

To explain further the critical 
nature of this set-up which would 
be wiped out almost in an instant 
if the least suspiicon were aroused 
regarding it, the battle of the 
Coral Sea was based on deciphered 
messages and therefore our few 
ships were in the right place at 
the right time. Further, we were 
able to concentrate our limited 
forces to meet their naval advance 
on Midway when otherwise we al- 
most certainly would have been 
some 3000 miles out of place. We 
had full information of the 
strength of their forces in that ad- 
vance and also of the smaller 
force directed against the Aleu- 
tians which finally landed troops 
on Attu and Kiska. 

Operations in the Pacific are 
largely guided by the informa- 
tion we obtain from Japanese de- 
ployments. We. know § their 
strength in various garrisons, the 
rations and other stores continu- 
ing available to them, and what 
is of vast importance, we check 
their fleet movements and the 
movements of their convoys. The 
heavy losses reported from time 
to time which they sustain by 
reason of our submarine Action, 
largely resulted from the fact that 
we know the sailing dates and 


routes of their convoys and can 


notify our submarines to lie in| 
wait at the proper points. | 

The ‘current raids by Adm. | 
Halsey’s carrier forces on Jap-| 
anese shipping in Manila Bay) 
and elsewhere were largely based | 
in timing on the known move-| 
ments of Japanese convoys, two | 
of which were caught, as antici-| 
ipated, in his destructive attacks. | 

You will understand from the 
foregoing the utterly tragic con- 
sequences if the present political 
debates regarding Pearl Harbor 
disclose to the enemy, German or 
Jap, any suspicion of the vital 
sources of information we possess. 

The Roberts’ report on Pearl 
Harbor had to have withdrawn 
from it all reference to this high- 
ly secret matter, therefore in por- 
tions it necessarily appeared in- 
complete. The same reason which 
dictated the course is even more 
important today because our 
sources have been greatly elabo- 
rated. 


One Code Lost. 


As another example of the 
delicacy of the situation, some of 
Donovan's people (the O.S.8.)

As 
a result the entire military attache 
Japanese code all over the world 
was changed, and though this oc- 
curred over a year ago, we have 
not yet been able to break the

In addition, the committee is 
considering an offer from the 
Army to supply 400 trailers a 
month to be used as housing units 
to relieve the critical shortage 
here, McAfee said. In a telegram 
yesterday, Representative John J. 
Cochran of St. Louis told McAfee 
the trailers would come from Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., where they served 
as housing units for atomic bomb 
Plant workers. 

Cochran has asked the Navy to 
permit housing of veterans in the 
old Town Club at 1124 Locust 
street, now a Coast Guard separa- 
tion cekter; in the Warwick Hotel, 
now a Goast Guard barracks, and 
in the former Naval training sta- 
tion at the foot of Ferry street. 

The decision to attempt to ob- 
tain the barracks at the military 
reservation for conversion into 
housing units came _ yesterday 
after members of the committee 
made a tour of Jefferson Bar- 
racks. 

To Telephone Mayor. 

McAfee said he planned to tele- 
phone Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
who is in Washington today, and 
a>k him to see Surplus Property 
Administrator W. Stuart Syming- 
ton for more information on the 
availability of the barracks build- 
ings. Yesterday Symington signed 
an erder authorizing federal agen- 
cies to turn over to states or mu- 
nicipalities such housing facilities 
that were not in use for rental to 
veterans, 

The structures, inspected yester- 
day by the committee, were of 
two-story frame construction in an 
area designated as the “Ten Hun- 
dred Area,” near the north en- 
trance to the reservation. McAfee 
said they were substantial build- 
ings, with unlined inside walls, but 
with tight-fitting outside walls. 
They are heated by one hot-air 
furnace in each building. There 
are toilet and shower facilities on 
the first floor of each structure. 

Depending on where a boundary 
ine would be drawn, McAfee said, 
there are 40 to 50 barracks unoc- 
cupied. In the area there are din- 
ing rooms, kitchens and storage 
houses. 

“I can say this is the most like- 
ly prospect we've had to date,” 
McAfee said. “The buildings are 
very substantial, all streets are al- 
ready in and so are all utilities. 
It is a perfect prospect for speedy, 
low-cost emergency housing, which 
would care for about 400 families.” 

Sketches Requested. | 

Richard Roberts, an architect 
with the firm of Mauran, Russell, 
Crowell & Mullgardt, has been 
asked by McAfee to make 
sketches of the Ten Hundred Area 
for the purpose of establishing a 
boundary and also to make 
sketches or plans for converting 
the barracks into six or eight- 
family apartment units, depend- 
ing on which size is more practica- 
ble. 

He pointed out there would be 
Many disadvantages to living in 
a converted barracks, such as 
common toilet and bathing facili- 
ties for men and women. But he 
added, “We would put a fence 
around the area, because I 
wouldn’t ask any civilian to live 
on a military post, and occupants 
of the apartments would at least 
have an economical, healthy, pri- 
vate family unit” 

McAfee said his idea at present 
fis to make the rent of each unit 
as low as possible and include all 
utilities in the rent figure. He 
added they should compete in 
rental with trailers, which, in gen- 
eral, rent for $25 a month each. 

$3000 Cost Estimated. 

Emphasizing the fact that no 
authoritative estimate has been 
made he said “it has been 
guessed” that the cost of convert- 
ing the barracks into apartment 
units would be $3000 per barracks. 
A more accurate estimate cannot 
be made until the architect’s plans 
are ready. 

In addition to inspecting the 
buildings in the Ten Hundred 
area, the committee looked at one- 
story frame buildings, near the 
post hospital. These are heated 
by a central heating plant and 
are connected by covered walks. 
~Some of these are still in use, 
McAfee said, and it would be a 
question of when they would be 
available for public housing. 

“We also looked at 1500 hut- 
ments,’ McAfee said. “They are 
pretty bleak. Each is 16 feet 
square, constructed of metal sheet- 
ing that doesn't fit too well, leav- 
ing cracks in the walls and con- 
taining windows of some plastic 
material with chicken wire in 
them. They could be used in a 
dire emergency, but as a prospect 
for us they are far down the 
list.” 

Before a decision on accepting 
the Army’s offer of 400 trailers a 
month can be made by the com- 
mittee, McAfee said, the condition 
of the trailers, the price and trans- 
portation cost to St. Louis from 
Oak Ridge would have to be de- 
termined. 

Officials of the St. Louis War 
Chest at 511 Locust street have 
provided temporary space in the 
War Chest office as headquarters 
for the committee, which voted to 
employ a director to co-ordinate 
the activities of the various sub- 
committees and set up a staff to 
handle requests for housing.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP)— 
President Truman said today he 
was working on a plan to restore 
building materials to a _ priority 
system in an effort to break a 
bottleneck in home building. 

The President said he had hoped 
to announce the program today 
but that he was not quite ready. 
He also told a press conference 
that there would have to be some 
sort of control over real estate 
prices, to prevent inflation in that 
field, especially on small residen- 
tial building. 

Officials of Government agen- 
cies familiar with the program 
under consideration said it had 
been agreed that there must be a 
move quickly to get home con- 
struction rolling. 

It is known that Reconversion 
Director John W, Snyder’s staff 
worked late last night to put the 
program in shape. 

The purpose of the plan would 
be to make sure materials get 
into the hands of contractors who 
want to build homes. 

Used Now for Industries, 
“As things stand now,” said one 
official, “virtually all materials 
and construction labor are going 
to commercial and_ industrial 
building projects. We just are not 
getting homes built.” 

There is a possibility that any 
priorities set up m&y earmark ma- 
terials for low or moderately 
priced houses only. One top fig- 
ure which has been mentioned is 
the $8000 sale ceiling which was 
in effect for homes built during 
the war, 

Also in the picture, it was re- 
ported, is a preference rating for 
veterans wishing to build homes. 
The plan is not to prohibit com- 
mercial and industrial construc- 
tion, but to allow it only in cases 
where materials are _ available 
after home needs have been met, 
officials said. 

Restoring Priorities Urged. 
They added that the home con- 
struction industry has been one 
of the chief advocates of restor- 
ing priorities. 

“When the war ended,” one of- 
ficial said, “the home builders 
were as eager to ditch controls as 
the rest of the construction in- 
dustry. 

“Now they can’t get materials 
and many of them are besieging 
the Government to do something 
about it.” 

Wartime materials priorities, 
which had channeled lumber and 
other supplies to essential con- 
struction, were scrapped shortly 
after Japan surrendered. 

As was the case during the war, 
any new priorities would be in- 
voked under the Second War Pow- 
ers Act. 

Operation of such a program 
might be delegated to either the 
National Housing Agency or the 
Civillan Production Administra- 
tion, or to both.

Possible Appeals. 

A number of possible legal moves 
remain to be dispensed with be- 
fore execution of the sentence. 
Yamashita has attacked the juris- 
diction of military commission in 
a motion pending before the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. He also 
has open the possibility of an ap- 
peal to Lt. Gen. W. D. Styer, com- 
mander of United States Army 
forces in the western Pacific; and 
a further appeal to Gen, Douglas 
MacArthur, as Allied supreme 
commander, if Styer upholds the 
commission. Failing in thege 
moves, he may file another appeal 
with the United States Supreme 
Court. 

Defense counsel] has indicated it 
will take full advantage of every 
possibility because of the prece- 
dent-setting nature of the case in 
international law. 

Interesting legal questions have 
been raised in the trial. The mili- 
tary commission, in direct contra- 
vention of American = criminal

No Direct Accusation. — 
Yamashita never once was ac- 


eused of personally having harmed | 
anyone, nor of having witnessed | 
any of the uncounted brutalities | 
charged to troops of his com- 
mand. The only testimony as to 


his having ordered atrocities was 
that accepted as hearsays evi- 
dence. 


He was accused, however, by 
witnesses who were close to him, 
of never once having lifted a 
finger to prevent atrocities. 

In his own behalf, Yamashita 
denied that he even knew of such 
atrocities as he heard described 
daily in the courtroom. Hig de- 
fense was that he was too busy 
trying futilely to defend the Phil- 


on in prisoner of war or internee 
camps, or in Manila itself as that 
city became a battleground. 

He also contended that he was 
only indirectly responsible as 
commander, for he was subject to 
orders from Tokyo and _ from 
Count Terauchi, commander of 
thme southern regions, which in- 
cluded Manila, 

In the case of Manila, he con- 
tended, the defense was carried 
out principally by naval forces 
over whom he exercised only lim- 
ited control. He asserted that 
control of his army forces was 
made difficult because many of 
the troops were raw, and that in 
the exigencies of battle he had 
no opportunity to instill or en- 
force discipline. 

Reading of Verdict. 


The packed, tense courtroom 
was nakedly bare in the brilliant 
glare of lights as cameras record- 
ed the last minutes of the trial. 
Throughout the slow, clear, pre- 
cise reading of the decision, Ya- 
mashita’s interpreter translated, 
word for word, 

Yamashita’s fingers drummed 
the table as it was read. 

Extracts from Reynolds’ reading 
of the commission verdict: 


“This commission has heard 286 
persons during the course of this. 
trial, most of whom have given | 
eyewitness accounts of what they. 
endured or saw. They include doc- 
tors, nurses, lawyers, teachers, 
business men, men and women of 


religious orders, prisoners of War 
civilian internees, officers of the 
United States Army and Navy, 
Japanese civilians, a large number 
of men, women and children of 
the Philippines, and the accused. 

“Testimony was given in 11 lan- 
guages or dialects. Many wit- 
nesses displayed incredible scars 
or wounds they testified were in- 
flicted by the Japanese, from 
whom they made miraculous 
escapes. For the most part, we 
were impressed by the candor 
honesty and sincerity of the wit- 
nesses whose testimony is con- 
tained in 4055 pages. We have re- 
ceived for analysis and evaluation 
433 exhibits. .. .” 

“The accused is an officer of 
long years’ experience, broad in 
its scope, who had had extensive 
command and staff duty in the 
Imperial Japanese Army in peace 
as well as war in Asia, Malaya, 
Europe and the Japanese home 
islands. Clearly assignment to 
command military troops is ac- 
companied by broad authority and 
heavy responsibility. This has been 
truesin all armies throughout rec- 
ord history, ... Taken at full face 
value, the testimony indicates that 
Japanese senior commanders op- 


mander to discover and. control 
criminal acts, such commanders 
may be held responsible, even 
criminally liable, for the lawless- 
ness of his troops, depending upon 
the nature and circumstances sur- 
rounding them... .” 

The picture drawn by prosecu- 
tion witnesses of Japanese atroci- 
ties in the Philippines had 
shocked those in the crowded 
courtroom during the trial. Much 
was told by survivors still. bear- 
ing the marks of brutal treatment 
on their bodies. Some of them 
who had lost fathers, mothers, 
wives, husbands or children in a 
mass butchery of civilians wept as 
they testified. Several became 
hysterical and frantically cursed 
Yamashita. 

They related how Japanese 
troops killed 12,000 men, women 
and children in a seven-month 
reign of terror in Batangas Prov- 
ince, where civilians were herded 
into ravines and then machine- 
gunned, bayoneted, showered with 
hand grenades, drenched’ with 
gasoline and burned,

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Byrnes Declares Hurley

and their reputations ought not to 
be destroyed on the basis of suspi- 
cions entertained by any indi- 
vidual.” 

The documents which Byrnes 
referred to in the cases of these 
two men were a telegram to the 
State Department from Atcheson 
on Feb. 28, 1945 and a memoran- 
dum from Service on Oct. 10, 
1944. Byrnes said that Hurley re- 
lied most strongly on these two 
messages for support of his charg- 
es against Atcheson and Sepyvice. 
Byrnes entirely defended the pro- 
priety of both communications. 

Message by Acheson. 

He said Atcheson sent his tele- 
gram recommending “a readjust- 
ment of our immediate strategy,” 
in China nine days after Hurley 
had left the Chunking embassy 
to return to Washington and three 
days before Hurley arrived in 
Washington. He said that Atche- 
son actually proposed that the sub- 
ject of his message be taken up 
with Hurley and with Gen. Albert 
Wedemeyer, United States com- 
mander in China, while they were 
in Washington. 

“There is nothing to indicate 
that he (Atcheson) sought to cir- 
cumvent his superior in making 
this report and recommendation,” 
Byrnes said. 

Byrnes said the memorandum 
from Service was “written in 
forceful language” and _ recom- 
mended a basic change in the 
United States policy toward the 
central government of China. 
Byrnes did not particularize what 
this was, but asserted the policy 
then and now was to support the 
central government. 

The Service memorandum was 
addressed to Gen. Joseph Stilwell, 
Wedemeyer’s predecessor in 
China, and it was also given to 
the United States embassy in 
Chungking. 

Byrnes remarked pointedly that 
at this particular time Hurley was 
not the Ambassador to China but 
the personal representative of 
President Roosevelt there, and 
hence he was not in charge of the 
embassy staff. Also, Service was 
responsible only to Gen. Stilwell. 

Byrnes said that when the em- 
bassy forwarded the service 
memorandum to Washington it at- 
tached its own observation that 
Service was only one political ob- 
server. And, when the memoran- 
dum passed through the Division 
of Chinese Affairs in the State 
Department, the officers there 
stated “decisively” that many of 
Service’s conclusions were “incor- 
rect,” the witness added. 

U. S. Stand Reaffirmed. 

Byrnes opened his testimony be- 
fore the committee by reaffirming 
United States support for the gov- 
ernment of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek but he added: 


“We also believe that it must |! 


be broadened to include the repre- 
sentatives of those large and well- 
organized groups who are now 
without any voice in the govern- 
ment of China.” * 

He said in trying to bring to- 
gether the central government and 
Communists, United States influ- 
ence should be used to “encourage 
concessions” by both sides. 

Byrnes again declared that Unit- 
ed States troops were in China 
“for the sole purpose” of helping 
with the surrender of Japanese 
troops there. 

He said that because of the way 
in which the United States had 
supported the central government 
of China to date “it is difficult to 
understand Hurley’s§ intimation 
that his failure to achieve a sat- 
isfactory settlement of China’s in- 
ternal division resulted from the 
absence of a public expression of 
our policy.” 

It was then that he said he had 
been unable to find any record of 
a request by Hurley to the Pres- 
ident, himself, or the State De- 
partment for a public statement of 
policy on China about which Hur- 
ley s talked a great deal be- 
fore the committee. 

Events Before Resignation. 

After completing his formal 
statement, Byrnes recounted in 
detail] Hurley’s attitude on wheth- 
er or not to resign his post. He 
said he conferred with the Am- 
bassador early in October, and 
Hurley told him he had sinus 
trouble and felt he shouldn't go 
bac kto China. Byrnes told him 
to take a good rest and think it 
over, 

About Oct. 12, Byrnes testified, 
Hurley saw him again, said he 
was feeling better, and was will- 
ing to go back. The two went to 
see President Truman. In that 
conversation, Byrnes said, Hur- 
ley first mentioned his belief that 
he was not getting full support 
from embassy officials. 

“I told him that if he'd give 
me the names of the employes or 
officials they'd be removed.” 
Byrnes testified. “The President 
said he joined heartily in that 
statement, and Hurley said no 
man could ask for more.” 

Later, the Secretary related, he 
got a phone call from Hurley who 
was in Santa Fe, N.M., telling 
him he didn’t feel able to return 
to China. Byrnes talked him out 
of quitting once more. 

About 10 days ago, he said, Hur- 
ley came to his office and handed 
him an envelope he said contained 
his resignation. Byrnes told him 
he wouldn’t give it to the Presi- 
dent, that the situation was “dis- 
turbing” out in China ancé they 
needed Hurley's experience there. 

Hurley complained again about 
the activities of Atcheson and 
Service but Byrnes asked him to 
forget that and assured him the 
two would not be permitted to go 
back to China. 

“He said if I insisted he would 
return,” Byrnes continued. “At 
2:30 that afternoon (Monday a 
week ago) he came back to my 
office and discussed some reports 
I had asked him to look over. He 
told me he would return (to 
China) that afternoon except that 
he had an engagement to speak 
Wednesday at the Press club. I 
told him it would be satisfactory 
if he would go back Wednesday.” 

During that conversation, he 
said Hurley asked him to prepare 
a memorandum for him on our 
Chinese policy—Byrnes stressed 
that it was a memorandum Hur- 
ley asked for, not a public state- 
ment, 


Resignation the Next Day. 
Byrnes related that the follow- 
ing day he was discussing a draft

Prost, an instructor in auto- 
mechanics, and Charles H. Koer- 
ner, a mathematics teacher, are 
seeking $20,000 damages and 
restoration of their jobs in suits 
against Fred B. Miller, superin- 
tendent of the Normandy Consoli- 
dated Schoo] District, the Nor- 
mandy Board and Shouse. They 
allege that their dismissals were 
caused by their activity on behalf 
of the newly formed AFL Nor- 
mandy Federation of Teachers, 

Shouse said Prost had been 
hired on a temporary basis in | 
1943, notwithstanding his lack of 
teaching qualifications, because of 


a shortage of teachers. Prost, he 
said, had completed only the first 


two years of high school whereas 
fully qualified high school teach- | 
ers must have college degrees. 

As a result of his employment, | 
Shouse said. the North Central 
Association of Colleges and Sec- , 
ondary Schools gave Normandy | 
only a qualified approval last year | 
and when prospects of employing | 
better qualified men appeared last | 
spring, Prost was told he would | 
not be rehired. Shouse agreed the 
qualified approval represented a | 
special rating adopted by the As- | 
sociation during the war-time. 
teacher shortage and that many 
other high schools in the state) 
had received the same rating. | 

Victor Harris, attorney for the 
teachers, sought to show in his 
questioning that the scholastic re- 
port had not been received by 
Shouse until after May 1 whereas 
Prost had been notified in March | 
that he would not be rehired.

Marshall Appeals to Dewey. 

Marshall’s letters summed up 
the effect on the war that break- 
ing the news of the code-cracking 
might have and said: 

“I am presenting this matter to 
you in the hope that you will see 
your way clear to avoid the tragic 
results with which we are now 
threatened in the present political 
campaign.” 

Marshall unfolded in a dramatic 
session that he had found that 
Dewey had learned something 
about the code-cracking ability 
that helped the United States fleet 
beat the Japanese at Coral Sea 
and Midway. So, Marshall testi- 
fied, he asked Dewey in the letter 
sent by the Courier to keep such 
information out of the campaign, 
if possible. 

Dewey's Terms, 

Marshall told this story of the 
chain of events: 

Dewey sent the letter back with 
the courier, refusing to read be- 
yond the part that asked him to 
keep the contents secret from 
anyone, 

Marshall and military intelli- 
gence officers talked it over and 
Marshall sent a redraft to Dewey 
at Albany, N.Y., by the same 
courier—Col. Clarke. 

Clarke telephoned Marshall from 
his offices and said Dewey was 
unwilling to read the letter unless 
he had at least one adviser pres- 
ent and he also insisted on keep- 
ing one copy. 

Dewey then came on the tele- 
phone, himself. 

Marshall said he would agree 
to those terms. Dewey called a 
banking expert in his administra- 
tion, named Bell but otherwise 
not identified at the hearing. They 
assured Marshall the letter would 
be kept in a locked, secret file. 

On that basis, the letter was 
given to him. Col. Clarke returned 
to the War Department, 

“T do not recall that Mr. Dewey 
ever gave us any assurances,” 
Marshall testified, “but there did 
not seem to be any recurrences 
of the (Pearl Harbor) debate.” 

No Hint on Dewey’s Source. 

Through all this exchange there 
was no indication how Dewey ob- 
tained his information that led to 
the correspondence. 

In Albany, an aide said Dewey 
would have no comment on re- 
lease of the correspondence. 

After Dewey was defeated for 
the presidency by Roosevelt, Mar- 
shall said he felt it was ‘‘due him” 
to know more about the situation. 
So he sent Gen. Bissell, head 
of military intelligence, to Al- 
bany to show the Governor 
the charts of Japanese shipping, 
the messages and how they were 
intercepted from Tokyo radio by 
United States decoding machines. 

No Further Request of Dewey. 

Gen. Bissell reported back that 
Dewey wanted to know if he 
could do anything to “intervene” 
in the congressional debate about 
Pearl Harbor, then being led by 
Republicans. . 

“I told Bissell to tell him that 
I. had already ‘embarrassed him 
enough and I would make no fur- 
ther request of him,” Marshall 
said. 

“I anticipated .- that he would 
say ‘That doesn’t matter, it is 
the security of the country that 
counts’ and that is exactly what 
Mr. Dewey said But I repeated 
that I would make no further 
request of him.” 

Later Dewey came to Washing- 
ton and Marshall guided him 
through the War Department’s in- 
trica.e channels for handling the 
intercepted codes and showed him 
how it was done. 

“He was very friendly and gra- 
cious,’ the general said. 

Stark Opposed Dec. 7 Warnings. 

Marshall told the investigators 
earlier that Adm. Harold R. Stark 
thought warnings to Pacific com- 
manders on Dec. 7, 1941, would 
“only confuse them.” 

So Stark, then chief of naval op- 
erations, at first opposed sending 
such warnings after it became 
clear that trouble was brewing 
for the United States that day, 
Marshall told the committee in- 
vestigating the attack four years 
ago today,

Bratton handed me these inter- 
cepts. When I reached the end, 
and it was a long message, somé 
of which I read twice, on the next 
sheet was the 1 o’clock message. 

“That of course was an indica- 
tion to me of some very definite 
action—1 o'clock on a Sunday in 
Washington, involving the Secre- 
tary of State was very unusual. 

Stark Had Seen Message. 

“Il called Stark and he said he 
had seen it. 

“I proposed messages to the Pa 
cific commanders. Stark felt we 
might confuse them. I hung up 
the White House telephone and 
wrote out a message in long hand. 
I had thought that Stark called 
me back but on checking I find 
now that I called him back. The 
effect of our conversation was 
then that he wished me to add to 
my messages ‘show this to your 
naval officers.’ 

“There was some talk of typing 
the message but the decision was 
that there was no tinte to type 
it. Bratton took the message and 
I asked him about the time in- 
volved in getting them off. I sent 
him back for estimates and I sent 
him and Col. Bundy back a second 
time to make sure.” 

Says He Didn’t Phone MacArthur. 

Marshall disputed previous tes- 
timony before the Army board of 
inquiry, published last August, 
that he telephoned the warning 
message to Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur in the Philippines. 

“I did not telephone anywhere,” 
he said. 

The Army board report quoted 
Lt. Gen. Walter C. Short, Army 
commander in Hawaii, as having 
said: 

“Gen. Marshall stated that the 
reason he did not telephone was 
that it took some time; that he 
had called the Philippines before 
he called Hawaii, and there was 
the possibility of a leak which 
would embarrass the State De- 
partment.” 

Marshall also said he gave no 
instructions on the method of 
sending the messages; that it was 
the business of the message cen- 
ter to get them out “by the most 
expeditious” means. 

He said he did not know until 
long afterward that the message 
to Gen. Short went to San Fran- 
cisco by Western Union and 
thence by R.C.A. radio to Hawaii. 

Marshall related that Stark re- 
called asking him whether the 
Army had need of Navy facilities. 
Stark told him that he had re- 
plied it did not, Marshall said, 
“and he must be right.” 

“Much Taken Aback” at Delay. 

Asked with whom he talked at 
or from the War Department on 
the morning war broke out, Mar- 
shall explained that “my time was 
engrossed in reading this lengthy 
message, and nobody could talk 
to me while I was reading it.” 

He remarked that he was “much 
taken aback” at the time lost in 
reading the long diplomatic mes- 
sage before reaching the one re- 
ferring to “the critical time” of 
1 p.m. 

In response to questioning, Mar- 
shall said he didn’t recall any dis- 
cussion about the corresponding 
time of day in the Philippines or 
Hawaii. 

The question, he said, was the 
importance of the message and 
what to tell the overseas com- 
manders. 

Others Who Could Have Acted. 

Mitchell asked whether the Army 
staff was set up so that if Mar- 
shall could not be reached, some 
other officer who knew the con- 
tents of the decoded Japanese 
messages could have sent a warn- 
ing. 

Marshal] listed Secretary of 
War Stimson and Lt. Gen. Leon- 
ard T. Gerow, head of the war 
plans division. Gerow has told 
the committee he assumed respon- 
sibility for any War Department 
failure to send additional warn- 
ings after Short had informed 
Washington he had established 
only a sabotage alert in Hawaii. 

Marshall said Maj. Gen. Sher- 
man Miles, then head of Army in- 
telligence, could not have sent a 
“command message” with instruc- 
tions. He did have authority to 
pass on the information, Marshall 
added. 

Marshall referred to Mrs, Mar- 
shall’s engagement book to help 
him remember the evening of 
Dec. 6. He said they did not go 
out for dinner, out calling or to 
the movies. 

Best-Laid Plans. 

Marshall repeated that he 
thought the Hawaiian forces were 
on the alert and were equipped 
to handle an attack before the 
Japanese struck. The best and 
most careful plans however can 
go wrong, he commented, adding: 

“We spent two and a half 
years planning the invasion of 
Normandy and when that came 
off we didn't have enough LSTs 
(landing craft tanks). I pre- 
sume had that failed there 
would have been an investiga- 
tion.” 

Mitchell said he couldn't under- 
stand why there were so many in- 
dications that “everybody was on 
his toes” about a possible air at- 
tack up until “the critical days 
when that fear faded pway.” 


Marshall said the danger hadn't | 


faded but that it was a matter of 
spreading the butter thin. The 
Philippines go the priority on 
planes and materiel and the Army 
thought the Hawaiian islands 
were “reasonably prepared.” Re- 
connaissance and other methods, 
he said, “showed the Japanese 
evil intentions” in the Philippine 
area. 

By strengthening the Philippines 
—and they got 35 Flying Fortress- 
es when the whole nation pos- 
sessed only 148—‘“we felt we could 
block the Japanese entry into war 
by their fear of what would hap- 
pen if they couldn’t take the Phil- 
ippines,” Marshall said. 

Planes Delayed by Weather. 

Several squadrons of § B-17s 
(Flying Fortresses) destined for 
the Pacific area, were held up on 
the west coast prior to Pearl] Har- 
bor by adverse weather condi- 
tions, Marshall recalled. He sent 
Gen. H. H. Arnold, Ai: Forces 
chief, out there to impress on 
them the need for immediate 
flight. 

Marshall quoted Arnold as tell- 
ing him by telephone: “These 
damn young fellows don’t realize 
how serious this thing is.” 

Marshall commented that the 


pilots were thinking of the safety 
factor in those days when land 
planes didn’t make many over- 
water flights, They got off, how- 
ever, and the first flight arrived 
over Oahu as the Japanese were 
bombing Pearl Harbor. None 
had ammunition ready because 
they had been stripped down for 
their long flight.

Immediately, several of his as- 
gsistants said flatly he was too pes- 
simistic. Dr. Charles Thomas, a 
vice president of Monsanto Chemi- 
cal Co., estimated 10 years would 
do it. Dr. J. A. Wheeler, profes- 
sor of nuclear physics at Prince- 
ton University, said the _ goal 
could be realized in from three to 
10 years under idea circum- 
etances. 

Dr. James B. Conant, president 
of Harvard University, acting as 
moderator, drew forth these an- 
swers in response to the specific 
question of “how long will it take 
to develop an atomic 100,000-kilo- 
Wwatt-hour power plant that can 
compete with one run by coal 
costing $15-a-ton?”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP)— 
Representative Latham (Rep.), 
New York, said today he had

Noumea, New Caledonia.” 

Quoting a letter from his in- 
formant, Latham read: 

“Every day dozens of vehicles 
and boats of all sorts, and millions 
of dollars of material, are thrown 
into the sea or burned.” 

He introduced a resolution call- 
ing for appointment of a seven- 
member committee, with power of 
subpena, to investigate the reports 
of the destruction. 

Latham’s charges paralleled al- 
legations which have appeared in 
one Australian newspaper to the 
effect that Americans abandoning 
bases in the Pacific area are 
“dumping into the sea or are 
burning millions of pounds worth 
of gear.” 

Following the publication of this 
Australian item, Chairman Mead 
(Dem.), New York, of the Senate 
Special Defense 
Committee told reporters that his 
committee had asked the War and 
Navy Departments for full reports 
on such assertions that surplus 
war material had been destroyed 
in any fashion in the Pacific 
theater. 

On another aspect of the sur- 
plus question, the Army reported 
earlier this week that its current 
stocks of clothing and other per- 
sonal items was such that some 
supplies were “barely enough” to 
carry thr@ugh the winter while 
others were insufficient for even 
one month’s requirements.

SENG ALL JAP

Submits Recommenda- 
tions for Reparations 
—Would Destroy War 


Potential Forever.

TOKYO, Dec. 7 (AP) — Edwin 
W. Pauley, United States repara- 
tions commissioner, recommended 
yesterday that Japan be stripped 
of all assets abroad, virtually all 
chemical, steel and. shipbuilding 
capacity and -half_its electric 
power and machine tool indus- 
tries. : 

Pauley said in a statement that 
he was recommending this course 
to President Truman to destroy 
any possibility of Japan ever wag- 
ing war again and to reimburse 
the countries it victimized, 

“Equipment built up in Japan 
during the past generation con- 
sisted of plants for the purpose 
of waging wars of aggression,” 
Pauley said, and “despite all war- 
time destruction,” there still is 
more than twice as much in 
usable condition as when Japan 
started her aggressive course in 
Manchuria 14 years ago. 

“That surplus must 
out,” he declared.

He said that “Our country is 
taking another long step forward 
to build a better world by profit- 
ing from the bitter lessons of the 
past.”

I be- 
lieve the Government’s over-all 
plans released yesterday set forth 
the prerequisites to economic pros- 
perity and improved standards of 
living in our own and all other 
countries.

For Removal of Barriers.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


With growing dismay, I have followed 
the actions of the Governor and three 
of the four members of the Police Board 
in connection with the police union. It 
is too late to say that this situation 
could have been avoided had measures 
been taken to remedy the economic and 
working conditions of the police officer. 
But is it too late to see that the police- 
man gets the opportunity to select a 
spokesinan of his choosing, to give voice 
to his problems? It appears that it is. 

The Governor, with the aid of three 
of the board members, has elected to 
bust the union. Not wanting the courts 
to decide the legality, they are using 
intimidation and coercion in their rawest 
forms to force withdrawals from the 
union. 

Right or wrong, the average police- 
man with a family to raise wonders if 
it would not be better to fall back into 
the familiar rut and continue to be the 
untiring enforcer of laws and at the 
same time be the one man who has for 
himself no rights other than those found 
in the manual. The Governor and cer- 
tain board members apparently believe, 
and would like others to believe, that 
rules in this manual are above the State 
and Federal Constitutions. 

I have talked to many police officers 
among those who are as yet not mem- 
bers of the union. They tell me that it 
is only for thought of the welfare of 
their families, should they be fired, that 
they hesitate to join. If Governor and 
board would like to get a true estimate 
of the number of men in favor of this 
union, I suggest that they ask the offi- 
cers to cast votes in a manner not to 
incriminate themselves. I believe they 


would find that the union has a 100 per 


cent following. 

The question I would like to ask is:

The New Wage-Price Policy 

With only one thing more, the stabilization 
order of Wednesday would be an effective recon- 
version economic policy, for want of which the 
country now suffers grave labor troubles and 
threats of unbridled inflation. 

The order lets employers grant cost-of-living 
wage-rate increases not to exceed 33 per cent 
over January, 1941, with the assurance they 
“may use their increases as a basis for seeking 
an increase in price ceilings.” Unlike the Little 
Steel formula which it resembles and partly re- 
places, however, this formula is only the center 
of a stabilization line. Mr. Truman exposed the 
flanks on Aug. 18 by abandoning any limit on 
wage increases so long as they do not require 
price increases. He did not recognize that spe- 
cific price controls can work well only with spe- 
cific wage controls. 

The flanks are still exposed. General Motors 
and other employers have offered various cost- 
of-living increases. But, running the flanks, the 
UAW and other unions demand increases far in 
excess of risen living costs. In consequence, we 
now face the alarming prospect that Government 
or its agents may have, as more or less perman- 
ent policy, to fix not only industrial wages but 
also prices and profits. 

All that is needed to make the new rule a 
specific wage control is to repeal the older rule 
which permits any increased wages that employ- 
ers can be led to absorb at existing prices. To 
be sure, 33 per cent may not be the most precise 
measure for the increased cost of living. And, 
since rising costs.bear hardest on the low in- 


comes, it would be more just to convert the 


formula from a flat percentage to a flat cents 
per hour. These refinements, however, are rea- 
sonably simple technicalities. The vital point 
is that a workable and much-needed bulwark 
against industrial strife and inflation is at hand 
if only the Administration will complete it. 

Doing so, of course, would arouse a protest from 
some of the more militant unions. They would 
say: “This rule would leave industry with ex- 
cess earnings; why not mop them up by giving 
us some additional wage increases above those 
provided by the cost-of-living formula? To 
make the economic order run at full abundance, 
a greater part of the income should be in the 
hands of workers; why not take this way to 
redistribute income?” MHere’s the answer: 

If free economic enterprise and free collec- 
tive bargaining are to survive, wages must be 
arrived at primarily by negotiation—a device 
which precludes their being an instrument to 
redistribute income. For the early future, the 
only reasonable way to recapture excess indus- 
trial earnings is by. OPA-enforced price de- 
creases. That would be an attack on inflation, 
and therefore a blow for tomorrow’s prosperity. 
It would be, at long last, a little justice for those 
whom inflation hurts most—bank clerks, vet- 
erans, wage earners in poorer jobs than they 
held during the war, all the people who live on 
insurance, old-age pensions and relief funds. 

Granted that purchasing power needs some 
redistribution to the lower-income end of so- 
ciety, the fairer, surer, safer way to do it is by 
lower prices, instead of by forcing wages up to 
dangerous levels. And in the longer pull, when 
OPA is no longer here, the way to redistribute 
income is to frame the income tax structure with 
that purpose in view, to insist that private busi- 
ness be in fact highly competitive and to use the 
force of law to make it so. Give us sufficiency 
of competition, and prices will be low enough to 
keep employment and wages running at a peak. 

Here, in a cost-of-living formula, is the Ad- 
ministration’s bright chance to retrieve its blun- 
der made in August and compounded in Oc- 
tober. The move would be very simple. With 
a full explanation, the American people, we be- 
lieve, would applaud it and honor the President 
with the courage thus to acknowledge and cor- 
rect his error. It is so near—must it be so far? 
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Tt looks as though Gen. Hurley was the bull

A Little Mild Inflation 


A little mild inflation, which the’ American 
Farm Bureau Federation has been proposing all 
during the war emergency as unlikely to do the 
country any harm, has occurred in citrus fruits 
on the Chicago market subsequent to the re- 
moval of price ceilings. Oranges, which had 
been $5.28 a box, rose to $10, and medium-size 
lemons, $6.44 a box under the ceilings, went to 
$10.80 when the only ceiling was the sky, ac- 
cording to a news report. The report comes 
from the official news letter of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, fittingly enough, in a 
grim sort of way.

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Hurley-Burly 

Gen. Hurley himself, having summarily swept 
from our Embassy in Chungking all who differ 
with him, must bear a large part of the blame 
for the wholly miserable state of affairs in 
China, but there were other points in his orig- 
inal attack on the State Department worth listen- 
ing to. Whatever prestige he gained from these 
has been lost on the witness stand. 

In two days of hearings before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, the bristling, de- 
fiant, self-satisfied General has betrayed a pat- 
tern of military thinking utterly inconsistent 
with the American idea of a public servant. To 
him, Hurley policy is American policy; Hurley 
interpretation is the only possible interpretation. 
Differences of opinion are intolerable and not 
to be countenanced. Any one man who does 
not think as Hurley thinks is unquestionably 
wrong. It does not matter how many years a 
man has studied foreign affairs, served Ameri- 
can diplomacy and devoted himself to stabilizing 
our world relationships. If he has ever crossed 
a Hurley path or questioned a Hurley prejudice, 
he goes on the purge list. 

Latest addition to this roster is Under Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson. According to Gen. 
Hurley, Mr. Acheson was guilty of “destroying” 
American policy in Iran. He would not support 
his charge or give details because, he said, of 
his regard for American foreign policy, although 
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he was perfectly willing to blacken the name 
of a highly respected and valuable member of 
the State Department and to hand down a ver- 
dict without evidence beyond his own word. Yet 
if his reasoning is honest, what regard can he 
have for a policy he considers destroyed? 

Gen. Hurley’s mental processes and methods, 
like those of Gen. Patton, for example, may 
prove valuable in the field where military vic- 
tories must be won. They do not qualify him 
for the field of international accord or of human 
relations, where bullying attack is out of place 
and where the ideas of many men must be re- 
spected and harmonized.

It is a measure of the stature of this city that 
leaders in local and Federal Government serv- 
ice, in social work, in business, in education and 
the other relevant fields have agreed that the 
job to be done is bigger than any one of them. 
They are agreed to do it together. 

Every day brings evidence of new solutions to 
problems that at first seemed serious obstacles 
to establishing a one-stop center. In spite of 
difficulties, it now appears altogether feasible to 
bring the veterans’ out-patient clinic from Jef- 
ferson Barracks, 13 miles away, into the center. 
Personnel problems for all the 16 departments 
to be integrated into the center have largely 
been solved. Ingenious solutions have been 
found for difficulties of communication and liai- 
son with agency head offices. 

Every day the details of the plan are clari- 


fied; every day it becomes clearer that nothing — 


half so adequate has been proposed to give in- 
telligent, efficient help to soldiers confronted 
with the problem of starting their lives over 
again. 

But every week from 2000 to 2500 more men 
return to St. Louis. They find now, not help, 
but a runaround; not clarification of opportuni- 
ties, but confusion and disappointment. 

There is no time to wait. It is a question of 
men to whom we owe much. The people of this 
city want action. The leaders of agencies con- 
cerned are agreed to the course. The Veterans’ 
Administration urges progress. 

But the Mayor is out of town and cannot de- 
cide until his return Dec. 15. To thousands of 
men this delay is costly. Is there no one in City 
Hall who can take the initiative, clear the matter 
with Mayor Kaufmann by telephone and make 
a start? It is already very late. 
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If the Hungarian and Austrian elections are 
any indication, the trouble with the Com- 
munists is that they aren’t common enough. 
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Missouri Takes Over 

Ever since Andrew Jackson started the thing 
off with a bang by turning the rascals out to 
make room for political friends, there have-been 
sporadic times in our national life when it has 
been a great thing to be a Democrat. But never 
has there been anything quite like the felicity 
today in being a Democrat—from Missouri. 

From top to bottom, from reconversion to ex- 
port banking, Missourians are running the coun- 
try. Washington is full of them, The thing has 
got to the point that every policy difference ne- 
gotiated among Administration agencies is an- 
other Missouri Compromise. 

It is a good thing for the country that Harry 
Truman comes from a State so bounteously sup- 
plied with superior talent for statecraft and ad- 
ministration. It is terrifying to think of the 
consequences were he the son of a state less 
dowered. 

It is fortunate, too, that Missouri is relatively 
so populous. Missouri can make out, but if the 
President, with his gift of friendship, had come 
from, say, sparsely settled Nevada, the place 
might have been left a wilderness after the 
Washington migration. Unless, of course, Bob 
Hannegan could have found it in his heart to 
let be established there a refuge for the reset- 
tlement of Republicans. 
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Two rooms are understood to be available for 
a rental of $50,000 a month and $1,000,000 
reward. Many St. Louisans will be disappointed, 
however, to learn that this opportunity is in 
China. 


Murray Makes a Point 

Parts of Philip Murray’s anti-Administration 
blast are debatable, but his reference to the ex- 
cess profits tax is largely valid. There was good 
reason to retain the tax, in modified and less 
restrictive form, so long as the shortage of 
needed goods justified price controls. Yet Con- 
gress, with concurrence by the White House, 
abolished it outright. 

Congress was so eager to give this bounty to 
business that it either overlooked the conse- 
quences or simply did not care. At the very 
least, repeal action could have waited until early 
1946. By not waiting, Congress has invited 
sellers’ strikes—the unpleasant spectacle of 
much-needed goods held off the market™this 
month so they can be sold later without the tax. 

Because of its eagerness to help the owners 
of capital and its extreme reluctance to take 
steps to smooth the little man’s reconversion, 
Congress does stand in the reactionary shadow 
Mr. Murray pictures. So far, the Administra- 
tion itself does not seem reactionary. It seems 
to mean well. But each passing day makes it 
look more confused and futile—which, in these 
times, is about as bad as a planned effort to 
make mischief. 

Meanwhile, and in direct consequence of this 
futility and confusion, capital and labor lock 
tighter in sickening struggle.

When one re- 
calls the newspaper photograph of C. E, 
Wilson, president of General Motors Cor- 
poration, at a union meeting several years 
ago, pointing to charts and graphs on the 
company’s operations which he had brought 
with him, the accounts of his answering 
freely questions from the floor at a time 
when they were discussing wage rates, the 
outsider must ask himself, Why was it 
right then but wrong now for General 
Motors Corporation to attempt to answer 
this most natural of questions? 


A Change of Tune 


The UAW brief presented to General 
Motors in the current controversy is re- 
plete with figures and statistics collated 
largely from reports by General Motors. 
General Motors officials say that the brief's 
forecasts of future profits are “greatly ex- 
aggerated,” and figures are “inaccurate and 
distorted.” 


Is it not in the company’s own interest 
to correct the claimed exaggerations, in- 
accuracies and distortions by giving the 
necessary facts? Could not this be done 
at the collective-bargaining table? 


But is this the kind of answer the union 
is seeking now? Voluminous published 
statements fail to give us a clear picture. 
If the union is in reality asking for the 
right to send its own corps of auditors to 
paw through the GMC detailed production 
or other records, the attitude of the com- 
pany is understandable. 


For one thing, it’s a nuisance. For an- 
other, such records customarily are private 
to management, not even revealed to stock- 
holders for whom management acts as a 
steward. Such fishing expeditions would 
be unprecedented intrusion into the man- 
agement’s affairs, 


Where Wilson Errs 


Would the union be content with audi- 
tors’ reports? Is there any reason why the 
company should not offer the workers at 
least as much information as it gives to 
stockholders? 


Workers are entitled to a reasonable ex- 
planation in justification of the employer’s 
position when he says he cannot grant the 
demanded increase. But other demands of 
the union give color to the management’s 
claim that actually it is being asked to 
“abdicate,” 

The union has rested its case mainly on 
the proposition that the employer is finan- 
cially able to grant the demand without in- 
creasing prices to consumers, and, in the 
alternative, is bound to let the union ap- 
praise its financial position by unlimited 
inspection of records. 


The union is in effect demanding a voice 
in determining management policy with re- 
spect to functions which are the heart of 
managerial responsibility in a free-enter- 
prise system. Among these are the alloca- 
tions for depreciation, expansion, dividends 


to stockholders and payments to manage- 
ment. 


To this demand for a share in manage- 
rial responsibility, the union has added the 
pequirement that the corporation shal] not 
increase prices, In the normal wage nego- 
tiations, a union brings all its force to bear 
to prevail upon the employer to grant a 
stated increase. The employer must then 
determine whether he can afford the in- 
crease, whether he can pay sufficient divi- 
dends to keep stockholders from withdraw- 
ing their capital, whether he can grant the 
increase by raising prices without dimin- 
ishing demand for his products or endan- 
gering his competitive position, thus jeop- 
ardizing the business, 


Intrusion on Management 


In its brief the UAW expands upon the 
desirability of arbitration. It quotes earlier 
statements by Mr. Wilson approving arbi- 
tration. But the union tied its offer to 
arbitrate to so many conditions that it was 
unacceptable. These conditions repeated 
the demand for no increase in selling price, 
inspection of company records to prove 
ability—or inability—to pay, and admission 
of the public to the proceedings, 


In voluntary arbitration the parties must 
first negotiate and reach agreement upon 
the terms of submission to arbitration, as 
the report of the labor-management con- 
ference points out. The union here of- 
fered no opportunity for such negotiation. 
It said, in effect, Arbitrate under the condi- 
tions we specify or in 24 hours we will 
strike. General Motors was justified in re- 
garding this as an “ultimatum” rather .than 
an offer to arbitrate. 


As one astute official of a pregressive 
union has said to me, “When you rest your 
case of the employer's ability to pay, you 
are opening the door to a demand for wage 
reductions when he is unable to pay. Reu- 
ther’s position will come back to haunt him 
some day.” 


Where Reuther Errs 


In concentrating upon “ability to pay 
without increasing prices” the union is sub- 
jecting itself to the logical corollary of “Will 
you accept wage reductions when the com- 
pany is no longer able to pay?” The union 
cannot have a voice in determining man- 
agement policy without a corresponding ob- 
ligation when the going is tough. That is 
where the UAW is shortsighted. 


Labor’s right to participate in determina- 
tion of profits and prices should never 
have been made an issue. On the other 
hand, labor’s right to a reasonable answer 
on ability to pay, as one of the several fac- 
tors entering into determination of wage 
rates, should have been answered factually 
by the company. 

This struggle may well result in weaken- 
ing the union and causing enactment of un- 
wise legislation in an effort to avert all 
strikes. This is a strike that need not have 
occurred if both parties had been ‘truly 
responsive within their respective areas of 
authority.

In Trading With Russia 


“We Can Do Business With Russia,” by Hans Hey- 
mana. (Ziff-Davis Co., Chicago.) 

The impartiality, frankness and excellent 
suggestions in this book should help busi- 
ness men especially in seeing the possi- 
bilities of trade with Russia. The author, 
a professor of economics at Rutgers Uni- 
versity, was trained at the University of 
Berlin and in 1921-32 was economic ad- 
viser to the German Foreign Office. Thus 
he shoyld know of what he speaks. 

In the past, he points out, Russia and 
the United States got along quite well. 
There was a period, 1918-33, when rela- 
tionships were strained. But even through 
this period, and particularly after 1933, 
American individuals and firms were help- 
ing the Russians develop mines, steel planta 
and dams. Moreover, through the help of 
such men as Hugh L. Cooper, Joseph E. 
Davies, and especially Franklin —. Roose- 
velt, we Americans began to see that the 
Russians were our friends. 

* * * 

Today we stand at a point in history 
when it is an economic necessity to under- 
stand the Russians. They apparently realize 
this, but obviously many of our business 
leaders do not. But consider that in 
Russia “more than 60,000,000 people are 
homeless and in want of food and clothing, 
Fifty thousand tractors are partly worn 
out or destroyed. Machinery of all kinds 
and descriptions must be provided.” And 
so it goes. 

To make possible better commercial rela- 
tionships, Dr. Heymann has specific sug- 
gestions on how trade can and should be 
conducted. For example, the principles 
of Soviet trading are set forth and the 
banking and currency systems are ex- 
plained. The author even suggests a five-.- 
year American-Russian planned commer- 
cial program. 

Concerning the latter, one might add: 
Business men of America, unite! You have 
nothing to lose but your prejudices!

The sections on racing and trading are 
more germane than those on fox hunts, in 
which the horses are invariably subordinate 
to their riders in developing the situations, 
The anthology indicates considerable re 
search, but it would have been better uni- 
fied by omission of the pieces in which 
horses appear only incidentally.

“Most Seceret,’’ by Nevill Shute. (William Morrow & 

Co., New York.) 

Mr. Shute, author of the successful “Pied 
Piper” and “Pastoral,” here tells an excit- 
ing tale of a private war at sea, conducted 
by four men in a fishing boat. They were 
armed with hate for the Germans, and with 
a deadly weapon, a flame-thrower. How 
they took a toll of enemy ships and put 
new heart into the Bretons is matter-of- 
factly told, so that its melodramatic im- 
plications have a ring of plausibility.

Under the head of labor rela- 
tions, the convention proposed: 
“No worker should be required 
to join a union for a gainful occu- 
pation.” It called for a policy of 
“voluntary but not compulsory 
arbitration” in labor disputes, and 
condemned “jurisdictional disputes 
causing work stoppages.” 

To speed construction of new 
homes, the conference urged that 
governmental authorities on all 
levels curtail commercial, indus- 
trial and public works projects. 
It suggested that shipment of ma- 
terials to foreign countries be 
halted, and that ceiling prices on 
materials be adjusted. A system 
of apprentice training of workers 
in the building trades was recom- 
mended. 

Other’ resolutions called for 
“equal recognition” of small busi- 
ness with agriculture, labor and 
big business in federal dealings, 
criticized ‘tax-exempt  co-opera- 
tives,” and urged the return of 
the United States Employment 
Service to the states.

He reported that 20,000 question- 
naires were sent to individual 
business men and to Chambers of 
Comerce throughout the country. 
The “tie-up of politics and labor,” 
Virkus said, occasioned special 
comment by many of those re- 
sponding. He said “bureaucracy 
and regimentation” were listed as 
second in importance. A _ third 
concern, he said, was “tax-exempt 
co-operatives.” 

Edward Wimmer of Cincinnati, 
editor of “Fo:ward America,” a 
monthly, at a dinner meeting last 
night criticized “big labor.” 

“Big labor, big business and big 
government threaten the demo- 
cratic way of life,” he said. “A 
free economy cannot exist except 
where labor, business and govern- 
ment are decentralized.” 

About 100 business men from 
24 states including representatives 
of trade associations and cham- 
bers of commerce, are attending 
the conference, Officers will be 
elected before adjournment late 
today.

Yasaji Okamura, former com-

Naming Okamura its No. 1 war 
criminal, the commission through 
Chairman Wu Yu-Chang, demand- 
ed that he be placed under im- 
mediate arrest. Okamura is in 
Nanking as chief liaison officer |; 
between nationalist troops and the 
remaining Japanese. 

Lt. Gen. Takashi Tada, Oka- 
mura’s predecessor as commander 
in chief of the North China Ex- 
peditionary Force who, the Com- 
munists say, still is free in Tokyo, 
was listed as the No. 2 war crim- 
inal. He is accused of having or- 
dered mass executigns of more 
than 1000 men, women and chil- 
dren in an eastern Hopeh village 
in 1941. 

Okamura’s sanction of and 
presence at the destruction of the 
village of Peitan in central Hopeh.

Wu charged that more than 800 
men, women and children of Pei- 
tan were driven into a tunnel 
north of the town, sealed in and 
suffocated. On July 1, 1941, he 
asserted, Okamura ordered more 
than 200 soldiers of the Commu- 
nist Eighth Route Army used for 
bayonet practice. In the ensuing 
month, 60 soldiers were taken out 
each 10 days, stripped, tied to 
stakes and bayoneted to death in 
Taiyuan, capital of Shansi prov- 
ince, then Okamura’s headquar- 
ters. 

The commission said it did hot 
know whether Tada himself took 
part in atrocities at Panchiayu, 
but it had ample proof that he 
ordered the massacre.

Payment of Bonuses 


Outlawed; Big Leagues 
Will Meet Next Week 


COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 7 (AP)—The National Association of Pro- 


fessional Baseball Leagues (mino 


rs) today adopted legislation for- 


bidding the payment of bonuses for the signing of player contracts 
and approved the Pacific Coast League's bid to advance from AA 


to major league classification. 


A resolution, adopted 14-to-2, re-| 


quires that all payment to play- 
ers must be included in the sal- 
aries given in their contracts. 
This does not outlaw payments 
for participation in playoffs or 
other inter-league or intra-league 
series. 

The resolution also must be 
passed by the major leagues be- 
fore it becomes a part of base- 
ball law. The majors meet in 
Chicago next week. 

The only dissenting votes were 
cast by the International League 
and the Piedmont League. 

The convention's approval of 
the Pacific Coast League's bid for 
major league classification was 
unanimous. Sanction by the mi- 
nors was a mere formality. Action 
by the major leagues was expect- 
ed next week. The Pacific Coast 
League has not yet resigned from 
the minors. 

Del Bissonette, who managed 
the Boston Braves in the latter 
part of the past season, today 
signed with the Pittsburgh Pirates 
as a coach. Bissonette had 
signed a few days ago to return 
to his old job as manager of the 
Hartford (Conn.) Eastern League 
Club. 

Bissonnette became pilot of the 
Braves when Bob Coleman re- 
signed. He had been coach under 
Coleman during the early part of 
the season. Previously he had pi- 
loted Hartford for three years. 

Under the proposal to advance 
the Pacific Coast League to major 
loop classification, the PCL was 
given the right to withdraw from 
the minors’ organization if it gets 
the blessings of the majors next 
week. 

Among the player deals trans- 
acted by major league clubs at 
the meeting of minor leagues were 
the following: 

The Cincinnati Reds announced 
the sale of Third Baseman Steve 
Mesner to Sacramento of the Pa- 
cific Coast League. Mesner played 
regularly for the Reds last sea- 
gon, hitting .254 in 150 games. 

The Pittsburgh Pirates an- 
mounced the release of Coach 
D'Arcy (Jake) Flowers at his own 
request to join the Boston Braves 
and Billy Southworth. 

Flowers has been with the Pi- 
rates since 1940, with the excep- 
tion of 1943 and part of 1944 when 
he was in the armed services. 
Manager Frankie Frisch will an- 
nounce a replacement later. 

Ted McGrew, who became gen- 
eral manager of the Indianapolis 
American Association Indians this 
year after several years with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers and Philadel- 
phia Phillies, was signed to head 
the Boston Braves’ expanding 
f-rm system. He will have a staff 
of scouts including Johnny Moore, 
who was released recently by the 
Cubs, and Zinn Beck, scout for 
several years. 

The Pittsburgh Pirates an- 
nounced the sale of Infielder Al 
Rubeling to Syracuse of the Inter- 
national League. Rubeling, who 
was obtained from Toronto two 
years ago, was on the voluntarily 
retired list in 1945. He was rein- 
stated on the active list this fall. 

The Florida State Class D 
League, suspended since 1941, 
rounded out an eight-club circuit 
today by awarding the St. Augus- 
tine franchise to the Pensacola 
Sports Co. Two clubs will be 
owned and operated by major 
league teams, Daytona Beach by 
the Brooklyn Dodgers and Orlan- 
do by the Washington Senators. 
Other league cities are Leesburg, 
DeLand, Ocala, Gainesville and 
Palatka. 

The National Baseball Congress 
approved a $150,000 budget to de- 
velop non-professional baseball in 
1946.

“Happy” Chandler succeeded the 
late Kenesaw Mountain Landis 
as high commissioner of base- 
ball. 

There is talk of curbing the 
authority of Chandler. The 
minors apparently want auton- 
omy or as much of it as they 
can get. Of course they won't 
get much. The big leagues, 
whether the minors like it or 
not, run the show. And a high - 
authority, to be effective, must 
have the power to reach down 
into the minors. Most of the 
skulduggery the late Judge dis- 
covered was being done in the 
minors. That’s where players are 
“covered up,” and that’s where 
major clubs have agreements 
that occasionally are not always 
kin to the rose. 

Commissioner Landis objected 
strenuously to the signing of 
high school athletes. He felt 
baseball was defeating some- 
thing worth while when it lured 
a boy from the classroom to the 
professional diamond. But the 
minors now have voted to per- 
mit signing of high school play- 
ers in “exceptional cases.” The 
only requirement is that parents 
and teachers agree a boy’s best 
interests would be served by the 
signing of a professional con- 
tract. The well known root of 
all evil could be the determining 
factor there. Parents might be 
influenced to permit a boy to 
pass up an education if a ball 
club offered to pay off the mort- 
gage on the farm or home. Even 
wiser educators might be 
swayed by arguments from par- 
ents who wanted the dough. 
Soon, possibly, baseball would be 
able to sign any high school boy 
it wanted. Financial offers 
would make each case an excep- 
tional one. 


Judge Had a Big Stick 
And Knew How to Use It. 


UDGE LANDIS had a big 
Jeticx. He insisted on the right 

to interpret baseball rules. If 
he considered a league or base- 
ball law as detrimental to the 
best interests of the game-—and° 
that meant of course the best 
interests of the players and the 
public—he would throw it out of 
the book. That was the keystone 
of the Judge’s powers. It made 
him actually Czar of baseball. 

Now the minors—and it is re- 
ported a good many in the ma- 
jors—want to eliminate that key- 
stone of power. They openly vote 
to take away from the Commis- 
sioner the right to discard any 
rule or law he considers detri- 
mental to baseball. 

Could that not be construed 
logically as proving that the mi- 
nor league magnates, assembled 
at Columbus, are in favor of 
legislation detrimental to the 
best interests of baseball? 

Another slap in the face for 
Chandler is the action of the 
minors in proposing to set up a 
postwar promotion fund and 
specifying that it shall be ad- 
ministered outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the commissioner. 

We don’t know what Chandler 
will do about it. But we do 
know what Kennesaw Mountain 
Landis would have done. And 
we can’t print much of what the 
good Judge would have said 
while he was doing it.

MISSOURI HOUSE PASSES BILL 
URGING WORLD FEDERATION 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7—A 
joint resolution urging Congress 
and the President to initiate steps 
toward establishment of a world 
federation of nations to assure 
peaceful relations between nations 
and prevent wars was adopted by 
the House yesterday and _ sent 
to the Senate. The resolution, 
pending since last Jan. 31 when it 
was reported favorably by a 
House committee, is one which has 
been submitted to the legislatures 
of several states by Robert Lee 
Humber of Greenville, N.C., an in- 
ternational lawyer and former 
resident of France. 

The House, with 61 of the 150 
members present, adopted the 
resolution on a voice vote with a 
scattering of noes. An objection 
has been raised that the House 
was operating without a constitu- 
tional quorum but the objection 
was withdrawn. 

Adoption of the resolution was 
urged by Speaker Howard Elliott, 
Murray E. Thompson of Marsh- 
field, speakers pro tem, and Rep- 
resentative John J. Endres of 
Perryville, as a step forward in 
attaining of some permanent 
peace plan. They pointed out that 
the Humber resolution did not ad- 
vance a specific plan but approved 
the principle of a world federa- 
tion of nations to prevent wars.

George Sanders as a Plain Man 
RATHER interesting study in coincidences and 
A trasts is being offered in our town this week. Thomas 
Job's “UNCLE HARRY,” originally a stage hit, is being 
offered as a movie at the FOX Theater. “Uncle Harry” is also 
being offered in its original play form at the 
St. Louis Community Playhouse (the Playhouse 
presentation is reviewed elsewhere in this issue 
of the Post-Dispatch). 

“Uncle Harry,” played by George Sanders, 
is a sort of not-young-any-more nor yet middle- 
aged bachelor who lives with his sisters, played 
by Geraldine Fitzgerald and Moyna Macgill, in a 

sort or not-young-any-more nor yet middle-aged town founded 
jointly by his own and all his friends’ and neighbors’ ancestors. 
He, like the town, is neither happy nor unhappy. As a narrator 
iri the film version tells you at the beginning, with rather nice 
neutrality, he (and the people) are “just people.” There’s a smal] 
difference, though, between “Uncle Harry” and all the town’s 
other “uncles.”

They, on the whole do not question their places in the: 


scheme of things Accepting their lot, they are left quite free 
to concentrate all of themselves on the business of providing 
for their families, intriguing against or siding with, or what 
have you, one another. But in the “Uncle Harry” who is the 
hero of our tale was planted, at birth, the seed of a love of 
beauty. This seed, which, when grown, gives rise to foreign 
or exotic forms, was never developed in Harry, a loyal sub- 
ject of the ways of his town, beyond the point where he'd ac- 
quired a personal reputation for gentleness and refined quiet- 
ness and a limited public reputation for a certain amount of 
“daubing” at home 


Who Murders His Two Sisters 


Into the calm and unquestioning life Harry has inhabited, 
lo these many years, comes, one calm casual day like any other, 
his awakener, played by Ella Raines. Poor Harry! 

Now, in view of the fact that, as many of you know any- 
way, Harry winds up the plot by murdering one of his sisters 
and getting the other sister sentenced to death on evidence 
he has carefully planted pointing to her guilt, it may seem 
very strange to say “poor Harry” of a man who ought to rate 
as a fiend. But that is where the rather fine artistry of the 
film, in the hands of Producer Joan Harrison and Director 
Robert Siodmak, comes in. Harry—as the picture proves by 
powerful implication—has been at least as much sinned against 
as sinning. You do not approve of his deed, but you sym- 
pathize with the compulsions that led him to it. 

For the awakener, who might have led Harry into a full 
realization of his life, grew impatient with the jealousy of 
Parry's sister, the one played by Miss Fitzgerald, and left 
Harry when, given a “free” choice to come with her, he 
eould not make up his mind. And Harry's love of his sister 
turned to hate when he realized that she, who had seemed to 
love him, really “owned” him, with skill and malevolence. 
When he had traced the rea) meaning of his relationship with 
his sister, then his relationship to the town, to his would-be love, 
and to his whole life became clear. 

The whole cast performs magnificently. It should be 
added that the screen version, by Stephen Longstreet, radically 
ehanges details of plot and presentation, but keeps, this re- 
viewer believes, the play's feeling. 


In Which Novelist Loses Two Wives 

One way of speaking, there’s an amazing underlying sim- 
flarity between the above-reviewed picture and the main fea- 
ture this week, “BLITHE SPIRIT,” at the ORPHEUM. 

The similarity, which of course is not to be 
pushed too far, is three-fold. One, the hero in 
each picture is, as nicely put by Rex Harrison, 
the “Blithe Spirit” hero, “hag-ridden.” Two, at 
least two females in each picture, Constance 
Cummings and Kay Hammond in “Blithe Spirit,” 
are represented as hard-to-take pills. Three, the 
would-be solution to what ails each of the 

heroes is tried on by somewhat unusual means. In “Blithe 
Spirit” the women, both dead but definitely remaining on 
the material side, are liquidated at the fee-fi-fo-fuming fiat of 
a “medium” in matters “spiritual.” 

Similarity ends there. “Uncle Harry” is grimmer than a 
eyanide-treated slug of milk. “Blithe Spirit” is lighter than a 
giggle. Talking of giggles, it was giggling helplessly at a 
BBC radio broadcast that killed Kay Hammond, Rex's first 
wife. Harrison, a novelist, then summoned a medium, played 
by Margaret Rutherford, to stage a seance to supply him with 
a few realistic details for a murder mystery he was writing. 
The seance was too realistic. Kay returned, the loveliest 
spook any of you have seen in any given ectoplasm month, 
choose your month. Then Kay gets the idea that, if she can 
kill Rex, he'll go back with her to wherever she came from, 
and that will leave Constance the loser in the triangular fight 
that’s developed. Constance, however, is hep; but in warning 
Rex, she gets killed herself. Something again goes wrong. 
And now there are two lovely (and material) feminine spooks. 

The picture, made in England in what, because of spooks, 
you might call chalky Technicolor, is not quite up to the 
stage version that was seen here on two occasions recently 
at the American Theater. But in spite of an inferior ending, 
it still is very good entertainment.

Chronic Appendicitis 
| Common-Sense Medicine 


HRONIC appendicitis is a‘term 
C applied to chronic infection 

and inflammation of the ap- 
pendix and is usually the result 
of an acute attack. The appendix 
may be filled with hard particles 
of fecal matter or the organ may 
be kinked or the lumen or canal 
blocked. 

The symptoms are referred to 
the stomach, The formation of 
gas following eating or so-called 
sour stomach with tenderness over 
the stomach are frequently pres- 
ent. Poor appetite, coated tongue 
and other symptoms of indiges- 
tion are associated. An old say- 
ing the commonest site of stomach 
trouble is in the appendix explains 
the frequency with which the two 
are associated. More or less pain 
over the appendix area, chronic 
constipation and general ill-health 
are present. Auto-intoxication is 
frequently present due to adhe- 


. Sions and kinking of the intestines 


thereby interfering with the con- 
tents of the bowel moving along 
as rapidly as they should. 

If an acute attack of appendi- 
citis has preceded the symptoms 
associated with the chronic type 
the diagnosis is not difficult, but 
without this history confusion is 
possible.

H have made a crit@&ism of Ma- 
dame Chiang and that leads me 
to devote this column today to a 
few thoughts on the Chinese sit- 
‘uation and our own relationship 
to the situation. 

Sensational things have been 
said of late by people in high 
places. My few words are aimed 
at something quite different from 
criticism. I believe we should 
make an effort to understand a 
situation which to most. Ameri- 
cans is difficult and confusing. 


When Madame Chiang was here 
she spoke of democracy in words 
which we all applauded. Anyone 
living in China, however, knows 
quite well that there is still a 
great guif between those words 
and the possibility of living in 
China today in what we would 
consider a democratic way of life. 

We, of all people, should know 
that democracy requires a literate 
people. The Chinese people have 
been divided by different spoken 
dialects so that a man from one 
section of the country cannot be un- 
derstood in another. The educated

Chinese are held in high esteem 
because it takes so long to become 
educated, and the average Chinese 
who is for the most part, a peas- 
ant or a worker, has only had an 
opportunity in the very few past 
years to learn basic Chinese. Only 
a few million of China’s teeming 
millions can read and write what 
may some day become a common 
language and this is the first step 
in the unification of China. 

The generalissimo’s great 
strength has been his desire to 
unify Chine, in which Madame 
Chiang alwavs has helpéd him. 
But because this is such a diffi- 
cult task. and those undertaking 
it are at times in such precarious 
positions, there is greater fear of 
the opposition than there would 
be, let us say, in our own country 
of any movement against our 
country’s democratic form of gov- 
ernment. We are not seriously 
afraid of either fascism or com- 
munism because we know that as 
long as through our democratic 
form of government we meet the 
needs of the people, there will be 
no threat to democracy. 


But the needs of the people are 
far from being met in China to- 
day, and so the -comparatively 
small group, known as Commu- 
nists, do inspire greater fear in 
the central government. 

The papers have reported of 
late a movement in China under 
the Democratic League, whose 
leader is Mr. Sun Fo, son of Sun 
Yat-sen. From what one reads it 
would seem that this might be the 
middle-of-the-road group which 
might bridge the gap between the 
Left and the Right. One thing 
seems to me quite certain, ac- 
cording to Gen. Hurley and our 
State Department, we agreed to 
support the generalissimo in his 
efforts to create a unified gov- 
ernment in China, and that is our 
obligation. But we did not agree 
to use force against any group in 
China, and it would be very un- 
democratic if we tried to settle 
Chinese internal problems for 
them, 

It is obvious to us as citizens 
of a democracy that there never 
can be any unity in any great 
country unless all parts of that 
country and all shades of opin- 
ion have full expression and repre- 
sentation. That seems to me vital 
in the solution of Chinese prob- 
lems today.
